Eleven States Have Not 
Yet Reported Organiza- 
tions Complete—Drawing 
Will Not Be Earlier Than 
Saturday.

Washington, July 16.—With drawing 
of lots for the selective draft army 
awaiting only completion of exemption 
machinery in a few scattered sections 
of the country, officials here are anx- 
ious that registrants take every’ op- 
portunity between now and the day of 
drawing to inform themselves thor- 
oughly regarding exemption regulations 
so as to reduce to a minimum the con- 
fusion to be cleared up after designa- 
tions are made. 

To this end attention was directed 
today to various sections of the regu- 
lations over which question have arisen, 
and it was suggested that the local 
boards and the press co-operate dur- 
ing the week or so remaining before 
lots are drawn to insure that the reg- 
istered men know just how to perform 
their part in the great task. 

So that easier access may be had to 
the lists of registration numbers in the 


hands of local boards, Provost Marshal 


General Crowder telegraphed the gov- 
ernors Of all the states asking that 
instead of yosting the lists at the board 
offices, they be placed “in some safe, 
central office such as police head- 
quarters,” ‘ 

Only eleven states tonight had not 
reported their organizations complete, 
and in many of these only a few dis- 
trict boards had not finished number- 
ing registration cards. The great ma- 
jority of districts throughout the coun- 
try are ready for the drawing, and 
when the governors of the missing 
states telegraph that all the boards in 


. their jurisdiction have filed their lists, 


the drawing date will be set. Officials 
think it will not be earlier than Sat- 
urday 
Powers of Local Boards. 
* Officials here are anxious that local 
boards make it clear everywhere that 
no question of exemption of any regis- 
tered man for any other cause than 
physical disability or dependent rela- 
tives can be taken up before the local 
boards. The whole matter of industrial 
exemptions is left to the superior 
boards, one of which has been created 
in each federal judicial district. 
No individual case where exemption 
is desired because the registrant is en- 


gaged in any industry classified as vital 
to the conduct of the war will be taken 
up until that individual has been called 
up for examination by his local board, 
found to be without dependents and 
physically fit for military duty, and 
certified to the superior board. After 
that, application to the superior board 
for exemption on other grounds will 
be admissible. The registrant or his 
employef may file necessary affidavits 


; with the superior board seeking exemp- 


tion and ease will be heard

The state board of health, in session 
Monday, accepted the resignation of 
Dr. H. F. Harris, of the 
board, and elected Dr. J. T. Abercrom- 
bie, of Brunswick, as his successor. 

The board also elected Dr. L. P. Pat- 
tillo, former director of microscopic ex- 
amination for the state health depart- 
ment, as director of laboratories. 

Dr. Harris has been secretary of the 
board of health for a number of years, 
but during the last several years has 


repeatedly insisted upon the board's 
accepting his resignation which has 
been during that time pending before 
the board. 

The board has heretofore declined to 
accept his resignation because they 
have been unable to find a suitable suc- 
cessor for the figure which the state 
offers for the position. 

Work of Dr. Harris. 

During his service as secretary of the 
board of health, Dr. Harris has done a 
great deal of research and constructive 
work. He has made a consistent fight 
for a vital statistics law, which final- 
ly was enacted, since which time he 
has fought hard to have sufficient ap- 
propriation made to make the opera- 
tion of this law effective.

MICHAELIS GETS INSPIRATION 
FROM THE GERMAN ALMIGHTY 
Copenhagen, July 16.—A _ strong 

strain of religious devotion, verging 

on religious mysticism, is one of the 
outstanding characteristics of Dr. 

Michaelis. According to those ac- 

quainted with him, the new chan- 

cellor believes in the direct guid- 
ance and inspiration of the Deity 
in daily affairs, and endeavors to 
base his actions and policy upon 

.his interpretation of the divine will. 

Dr. Michaelis’ firmness of purpose 


is said to be due largely to this 
conviction, | 


Amsterdam, Juiy 16.—The events’ of 
the past few days have stirred Berlin 
as the city has not been stirred since 
the war began, according to informa- 
tion reaching here. The man in the 


street took tremendous interest in the 
great political battle going on behind 
the scenes and although the exact is- 
sues between the two great groups of 
combatants were veiled from the “‘com- 
mon people” the latter nevertheless 
quickly gained the impression that Dr. 
von Bethmann-Hollweg, as champion 
of popular reforms, had entered the 
lists against the emperor, the crown 
prince, Field Marshal von Hindenburg 
and General Ludendorff. It was al- 
most the first time that Von Bethmann- 
Hollweg had figured in the Berlin 
streets as a popular hero and, although 
his cause had many friends, popular 
opinion regarded his efforts as hope- 
less against the great prestige of the 
royal house, allied with the military 
imperialists, Von Hindenburg and Lud- 
endorff, 
Hollweg’s Reform Plan. 

Von Bethmann-Hollweg’s chief sup- 
port in his brief effort for democracy 
seems to have come from Bavaria and 
Austria, as the report goes here. He 
made two proposals, the first, that in 
the direction of democratization, a:new 
body under the name of the reichsrat 
should be immediately constituted 
which would be a sort of committee on 
national defense and would, for the 
time being, act as a go-between twixt 
the reichstag and the emperor, thus 
instituting on a modified scale, the 
principle of parliamentary  responsi- 
bility; the second, that the government 
should immediately make an authori- 
tative declaration of no annexations or 
indemnities. Both these proposals, it 
is asserted, had the backing of Bavaria 
and Austria, although Austria, natur- 
ally, had no open voice in the mat- 
ter, which was purely a German in- 
ternal affair. 

Both proposals were violently op- 
posed by the crown prince, Von Hinden- 
burg and Ludendorff. l¢ is declared 
that Von Hindenburg came out openly 
for a “German peace,” and avowed that 
Bavaria and aAustria must be per- 
suaded that a victorious peace was cer- 
tain in a short time, through the 
agency of the U-boats. 

Ur, von Bethmann-Hollweg resigned 
from his post of chancellor after his 
conference with the crown prince, in 
which the latter convinced the chan- 
cellor that his cause was lost. 


MICHAELIS MEANS 
REFORM MOVEMENT 
LOSES IN GERMANY 


Copenhagen, July 16.—if the German 
press correctiy reflects pwhblic opinion 
'on the event, the appointment of Georg 
| Michaelis as imperial chancellor will 
{be associated. with the .death of the 
‘movement to parliamentarize the im- 
perial administration by. giving reich- 
'stag members seats either in the cabi- 


inet or in a new controlling body to 
be created, such as the proposed im- 
iperial council of representatives. 

The press of Bavaria and other states 
of the empire was quick to point out 
that a parliamentary ministry could 
not be introduced without upsetting 
the whole federal character of the em-

‘idea, which Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg 
lactually considered for a time, namely, 
‘the institution of an imperial council 
leonsisting of five representatives each

Revolutionary Armies Are 


Striking from Gulf of Riga 
To Rumania and Are 


Making Fresh Gains. 


FRENCH DEFEAT GERMANS 
IN CHAMPAGNE DISTRICT 


Kaiser’s Troops Bloodily 
Repulsed in Efforts to Re- 
capture Lost Positions. 
Italians Shelling Austrian 
Lines Preparatory to Gen- 
eral Attack. 


New York, July 16.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Again the Teutonic allies have 
suffered reverses—in the loss to the 
Russians of a part of the village of 
Lodziany, in the Lomnica river region 
of Galicia; the repulse of an attack 
by the Russians northeast of Kalusz 
and in the Champagne region of 
France, where the French drove them 
from positions they had recaptured, 
inflicting heavy casualties on them. 


RUSSIANS BATTLE 
ON ENTIRE FRONT 


From Riga, on the Baltic sea, to the 
Rumanian frontier the Russians and 
Austro-Germans along the entire front 
are engaged in battle, but except in 
Galicia, where the Russians continue 
to develop their advantage or hold 
back thrusts of the Teutons, little has 
yet become known  copzerning the 
operations. 
| Not alone have the Russians in their 
/ drive in Galicia made considerable 
| gains of terrain, but their captures of 
men, guns and matérial have been 
enormous. From July 1 to July i3, ac- 
cording to a Russian official communi- 
cation, 36,643 officers and men of the 
Teutonic allies’ armies have been made 
prisoner by General Brussiloff’s forces 
and ninety-three heavy and light 
guns, twenty-eight trench mortars, 403 
machine guns and ninety-one guns of 
other descriptions have been taken. 


HARD FIGHTING 
IN CHAMPAGNE 


The Germans in Champagne have 
again attempted with large bodies of 
men to recapture positions taken from 
them recently near Mont Haut and the 
Teton. They were entirely repulsed 
near the Teton, suffering heavy 
casualties. On Mont Haut during a 
| atest tou battle their efforts, accord- 
ing to the French war office, were 
momentarily successful in regaining 
nearly all the ground they had lost. 
Violent counter attacks launched by 
'the French, However, succeeded in the 
return to General Petain’s forces of all 
the German gains. 

Considerable fighting has taken 
place between the British and the Ger- 
mans on the northern front in France 
and Belgium, but apparently the in- 
fantry attacks are still in the nature 
of raiding enterprises, although Ber- 
lin records the repulse of British at- 
tempts to recapture positions at Lom- 
baertzyde, in Belgium, and the inflic- 
| tion of heavy losses. 


IITALIANS STRIKE 
AT AUSTRIANS 


The probable re-commencement of 
heavy fighting along the Austro-Ital- 
ian front seems

ABOUT EXHAUSTED 


All Will Be Gone in Three 

or Four Months at Rate 
United States Is Advanc- 
ing Money to Entente.

CONGRESS IS EXPECTED 
TO AUTHORIZE LOAN 


Authority Will Probably Be 
Given as Amendment to 
| War Revenue Measure. 
| Congress Will Remain in 
Session Until Late in Oc- 


tober. ’

Washington, July 16.—Unless the un- 
foreseen develops, congress probably 
will be asked before adjournment of the 
present session to authorize another 
gigantic loan to the allies. The present 
authorization of $3,000,000,000 will be 
exhausted within from three to four 
months, at the rate at which the gov- 
ernment is lending money to entente 
; governments. 

Indications are that the amount of 
the second authorization will be no less 
than the first, and may go as high as 
$5,000,000,000. 

There is every reason to believe that 
the administration’s policy of financ- 
ing the allied governments for pur- 
chases they make in this country will 
be continued during the period of the 
war, and that the vast sums to be loaned 
them in the future will be loaned as 
in the past at the same rate of inter- 
est the American government will have 
to pay for the money and on the se- 
curity of entente government bonds to 
be deposited in the treasury. 

Total credits to the allies probably 
} will approximate $1,500,000,000 by July 
beg three months after the signing of 

the war finance bill under which au- 
thority for the loan was given by con- 
gress, 

During the first three months the rate 
‘of lending has been approximately $500,- 
, 900,000 a month. Extended, it would 
|mean an annual loan of $6,000,000,000 
| abroad, all the funds, of course, being 
spent in this country for foodstuffs, mu- 
nitions and other supplies. Estimated 
costs to the American government for 
its military and naval establishments 
during the first year of war were placed 
at approximately $4,000,000,000, soon 
after war was declared. 

The total of these two items, it is be- 
lieved, was the figure Secretary McAdoo 
had in mind when he declared in his 
recent speeches that the government 
would be called upon to raise $10,000,- 
000,000 during the first year of war. 

Present indications are that congress 
will remain in session till late in Octo- 
ber and that the war revenue bill will 
be among the last of the big measures 
to be disposed of. It is not unlikely that 
authorization for the additional loan to 
the allies, when sought, will be taken 
up about the same time, possibly as an 
amendment to the revenue bill.

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NO COTTON CONTROL 
“IN FOOD MEASURE 


South’s Staple Eliminated 
in Substitute Bill—Control 
Is Confined to Food, Feed 
and Fuel. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, July 16.—(Special.)— 
Cotton will be eliMinated from the food 
control bill before it is finally passed 
by the senate. 

This prediction was made today by 
Senator Hoke Smith, who has Deen 
seeking to accomplish this result, and 
has been co-operating with Senator 
Martin of Virginia, Senator Lodge of 
Massachusetts, and others in an at- 
tempt to frame an acceptable susti- 
tute for the pending measure. 

The amendments agreed upon will be 
offered by Senator Chamberlain, who 
has taken charge of the measure, in 
view of the opposition of Senator Gore. 

Cotten Will Be Exempted. 

“The steering committee’s been at 
work for several days framing amend- 
ments that will make this ‘bill accept- 
able and helpful,” said Senator Smith 
today. “We have finally agreed on 
amendments which will confine the 
measure to food, feed and fuel, includ- 
ing petroleum and gasoline. Cotton 
will be exempted, since it is neither 
food nor fuel. 

“A commission of three will be creat- 
ed to administer the measure in place 
of a single food controller. One of the 
three members must be a farmer. 

“The sections relating to the manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicating liquor 
will remain as they are, but will be 
susceptible of amendment in confer- 
ence. The bill would have been beaten 
had it come to a final vote in the shape 
which it finally reached the senate. 

“The steering committee undertook 
the task of working out a satisfactory 
Substitute at the request of the presj- 
dent. With the proposed amendments 
incorporated in the measure it will 
prove helpful and not harmful.” 

No Injury to Farmers. 

Senator Smith said he would cordial- 
ly support the bill in the amended 
shape and said that its operation would 
not result in injury to the farmers of 
Georgia. 

No change can be made in the section 
covering the prohibition of distillation 
of alcoholic liquors, as this section wag

From July 1 to July 13, the statement 
says, 834 officers and 85,809 men were 
captured by the Russians. General 
Brusilloff’s forces also captured 93 
heavy and light guns, 28 trench mor- 
tars, 403 machine guns, 43 mine throw- 
ers, 45 bomb mortars, three fire-throw- 
ers, two airplanes and much equip- 
ment. 

The Russians. drove the Austrians 
out of the village of Lodzyany, in the 
Lomnica river region, and retained pos- 
session of the eastern end of the town.

Northeast of Kalusz the Germans _be- 
gan an attack this morning. The Rus- 
sians threw them back. 

The statemet reads: 

“Western Front: On the lower Lom- 
nica there have been fusillades and 
artillery bombardment. WNortheast of 
Kaluz the Germans since morning have 
made energetic attempts to throw back 
our troops on the Lomnica. The Kin- 
burn regiment, weak in number, but 
ane in courage, against which the 
principal German forces were throw 
repelled the attack. The commander o 
the brave regiment, Lieutenant Colonel 
Simoviky, was wounded. After this, 
led by the regimental commander’s as- 
sistant, the gallant Captain Khipoff, 
the Kinburners advanced and threw 
back the enemy, inflicting lossés upon 
him and capturing prisoners and ma- 
chine guns. 

“The battle on the Landes-Reuldzian- 
Yrasna front continued all day. After 
a severe engagement the Austrians 
were driven out of the village of Lodzi- 
any and pressed hard to the River Lom- 
nica, but owing to attacks by newly 
arrived enemy reserves from the di- 
rection of Rozniazov, and in view of 
the great losses among our officers, our 
troops were compelled to retire a’short 
distance and entrench themselves in 
the eastern end of the above men- 
tioned village (Lodziany). 

“Rumanian Front: In the region of 
the River Oituz one of our scouting 
parties on ?tts arrival at the enemys 
trenches was subjected to an attack by 
twenty Germans. The officers fought 
their way back, carrying the body of 
a dead soldier. 

“Caucasus Front: Southwest of 
Gumuskhaneh our troops beat off three 
Turkish attacks in the region of the 
German summit. In the direction of 
Panjwin, after an engagement, Wwe 
stopped a Turkish advance.” 


GERMANS REPORT 
LIVELY FIGHTING. 


Berlin, July 16.—The section of to- 
day’s German official statement deal- 
ing with the operations on the Rus- 
sian front says there was lively fight- 
ing in the Riga sector and in the re- 
gion of Dvinsk. 

The statement says: 

“Eastern Front: Between the Baltic 
and the Carpathians lively fighting oc- 
curred only at Riga and sout of 
Dvinsk. In the wooded Carpathians 
Russian raiding detachments were re- 
pulsed repeatedly. On the Rumanian 
plains the fire increased in. some sec- 
tors toward evening. At the Danube 
delta Bulgarian posts on Saturday re- 
pulsed a Russian surprise attack,

FRENCH REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACKS 
AT SEVERAL POINTS 


Paris, July 16—The Germans made 
a series of strong ettacks last night 
between the Somme and the Aisne and 
in the Champagne. Today’s official 
announcement says they were repelled 
everywhere except near Mont Haut, in 
the Champagne, where they retained a 
trench element. 

The statement follows: 

“Between the Somme and the Aisne 
the enemy delivered a series of strong 
attacks, preceded by bombardments. 
Three attempts in the vicinity of | St. 
Quentin were broken by our. fire. 
South of Corbeny several detachments 
of shock troops attacked our small 
posts. After a very spirited engage- 
ment the enemy was repulsed com- 
pletely. For our part we made prog- 
ress: south of Ailles and took prison- 


ers. 

“In the Champagne, after a very 
violent bombardment in the region of 
Mont Haut and Teton, the Germans 
hurled important forces against. the 
positions we conquered on July 14. 
Our troops resisted with indomitable 
energy and tenacity the attack of an 
an enemy enny superior in numbers. 
At Teton the efforts of the enemy 
were without success. The attacking 
forces, which suffered very heavy 
losses, were not able to cut into our 
lines. At Mont Haut there was a vio- 
lent action which continted all through 
the night. The enemy, who succeed- 
ed at first in ee oe a large part 
of the ground we had won, was hurled 
back by our troops in a brilliant coun- 
ter attack. Certain trench elements 
are all that remain in the enemy’s 
hands.” 

The official communication issued Dy 
the war office tonight reads: 

“Moderate artillery actions occurred 
north of Braye-en-Laonnois and near 
Hurtebise: they were quiet northwest 


“In Champagne, the fighting during 
the night at Mont Haut ended in a 
check for the Germans, who were not 
able to regain the ground conquered by 
us on the 14th. The attacks last night 
were very violent and murderous for 
the enemy. Three waves were launched 
two of them being 
mowed down by our fire. Only one stc- 
ceeded in penetrating our lines. In 
desperate fighting, which lasted until 
dawn, our troops annihilated the enemy 
detachments and retook possession of 
all their gains. 

“Sixteen hundred shells ‘were fired 
into Rheims. two old men being killed. 

“The artillery action was very spirit- 
ed in the whole region, and the artil- 
lery was also active on the left bank 
of the Meuse.

DELUGE OF RAN 
FLOODS KNOXVILLE 


Mills, Factories and Busi- 
ness Houses Forced to Sus- 
pend—People Flee From 
Their Homes. 


Knoxville, Tenn., July 16.—Knoxville 
and vicinity were today visited by the 
greatest rainfall since September 3, 
1889, at which time there was a rain- 
fall of 5.80 inches. The precipitation 
from 7 a. m. to 7 p. m. totaled 4.69 
inches. The precipitation since 1 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon totaled 8.71 inches. 
The normal precipitation for July is 
4.21 inches. The total to date for this 
month recorded at the Knoxville sta- 
tion is 10.69. Precipitation for two 
days ending at 7 p. m. today is 5.72 
inches. a 

The heavy rains have resulted in 
the over-flowing of the two creeks 
which run from north to south through 
the city and the flooding of a large 
number of mills, factories and business 
houses, which have been forced to sus- 
pend operations. Homes along these 
creeks have been partially submerged 
and the inhabitants forced to flee. Two 
houses have been washed away and at 
least 100 covered by water. The dam- 
age at this hour (8 p. m,) is estimated 
at $100,000. 

Spur tracks of the Southern railway 
within the city limits have been blocked 
by slides from the overlooking steep 
hillsides. On a siding of the South- 
ern railway in the _ vicinity of the 
Knoxville Gas company’s plant box cars 
are marooned in two or three feet of 
water. 

On the south side of the Tennessee 
river hundreds of tons of earth, im-

quest by Chairman Dénman, of the 
shipping board, for a short delay to 
gEive the board time to govern the pro- 
gram. This was denied at the shipping 
board, although the statement was 
made that General Goethals had been 
asked to supply additional information 
concerning his plans. 

Today’s development was regarded 
as bringing to a direct issue the ques- 
tion of who is to have supreme au- 
thority in carrying out the building 
rrogram—Chairman Denman or Gen- 
eral Goethals. Authority to spend $750,- 
000,000 for acquiring a great merchant 
fleet has been divided, in an executive 
order, between the shipping and its 
corporation, the board being author- 
ized to acquire vessels by. purchase 
and the corporation to take charge of 
building. 

Denman and Goethals at Odds. 


In announcing his program last Fri- 
day, General Goethals apparently as- 
Sumed that as manager of the cor- 
poration he would be given a free hand, 
but Mr. Denman, in a statement to- 
nignt, assumes responsibility for tne 
shipping board, whose members are di- 
rectors and stockholders of the corpo- 
ration. 

Officials who have watched the situ- 
ation develop and who have been con- 
cerned lest differences between Chair- 
man Denman and General Goethals 
hinder the government’s shipbuilding 
plans at a time when every vessel that 
can be constructed is needed to meet 
the German submarine menace, declar- 
ed tonight that /President Wilson might 
be called on to settle the controversy. 
While the disagreement ‘between the 
two men appears to be largely over 
the number and type of wooden vesa- 
sels to be built, it is no secret among 
their friends that their differences g0 
deeper than that. 

In a letter to Mr. Denman, made pub- 
lic Friday, General Goethals announced 
that he would start his program today. 
The fact that he had postponed it was 
made known after he had received a 
letter from Mr. Denman this morning. 
The eontents of this letter neither 
would divulge and at the offices of one 
it was declared Mr. Denman had asked 
for a delay, while at the offices of the 
other it was asserted he merely had 
asked for more complete information. 


Statement by Denman. 


Mr. Denman’s statement. accepting 
for the shipping board and the corpor- 
ation responsibility for the shipbuild- 
ing program, given to the press to- 
night, reads: 

“We requested of General Goethals 
certain information concerning his pro- 

ram for the expenditure of the $750,- 

00,000 of public money of which the 
president’s executive order has made 
the board and the corporation respon- 
sible. If the project has reached the 
condition of preparedness, which it has 
been asserted it had reached, the infor- 
mation could have been furnished in 
two hours: or we could have been told 
if the information was not in hand. 

“When we do get the information in 
writing we will take up with General 
Goethals a discussion of all the matters 
involved in the project of building 
ships. What we want is speedy con- 
struction of ships, reasonable prices for 
steel in ship fabrication and retention 
of all alien tonnage on our stocks, | 
which may be necessary to carry troops 
and supplies to Europe if the rate of 
submarine sinkings continues at even

Though it was expected that the 
actual fight for control of the conven- 
tion would come Monday on the recom- 
mendations of the law committee, the 
convention did not reach this point, but 
it is believed on both sides that the 
way will be cleared to hear the report 
this morning, and then the fight will 
be on! 

The supporters of Mrs. Manchester 
say that even if things go against them 
in the convention the matter will not 
be settled. While both sides wrangled 
Monday stenographers took down ver- 
batim all that passed. The supreme 
court of Nebraska has instructed that 
a record of the proceedings during the 
convention be swhmitted them, when 
they will render their decision as to 
who should be actually in control of 
the order. 

There tre three solutions to 
problem. First, if Mrs. Manchester's 
forces should defeat any _ legislation 
which will take from her e control, 
she will, of course, continue to run the 
order, and it is believed that the oppo- 
sition will then give up the fight. The 
second is, that if Mrs. Manchester loses 
the court will decide according to the 
laws of the corporation, and the third 
is, that if the factions are unable to 
reach a harmonious agreement the 
court has announced that it will ap- 
point a receiver. It is hoped that at 
the end of the convention practically 
all the issues involved will have been 
settled.

German Sources Say Sub- 
marines Were Sunk Dur- 
ing an Attack on Trans- 
ports Convoying General 
Pershing’s Troops.

Toronto, Ont., July 16.—The Canadian 
freight steamship Meaford sank a sub- 
marine by gunfire in the Mediterranean 
June 12, according to official informa- 
tion from the marine department in 
London conveyed today to the Farrar 
Transportation company, limited, of 
this city, owners of the Meaford. 

The steamship, says the account, had 
been pursued ‘by the underwater craft 
and the gun crew of the freighter open- 
ed fire while the submarine was ma- 
neuvering for position from which to 
discharge a torpedo. The Meaford, 
commanded by Captain C, Dusting and 
under charter to the French govern- 
ment, was on the way from Swansea to 
Bona when the battle occurred. 


TWO STEAMERS 
SUNK BY U-BOATS. 

New York, July 16.—Word of the 
sinking by German U-boats of the Ley- 
land line freighter Sylvanian, a steam- 
ship ot 4,858 tons gross, bound in bal- 
last from Liverpool to this port, and 
of the steamer Kioto, 6,182 tons gross, 
of the White Star line, formerly in the 
Manchester service, was received here 
today in marine insurance circles. The 
sinkings were reported to have  0oc- 
curred last week. 


AMERICAN SHIP SUNK; 
THREE MEN ARE KILLED. 


Washington, July 16.—The sinking 
of the American steamer Grace and the 
killing of three men, one of them an 
American, and the injury of two mem- 
bers of the naval armed guard, was an- 
nounced today by the state department. 

The steamer was owned by the Stand- 
ard Commercial Steamship corporation, 
15 Whitehall street, New York. She wag 
sunk by a torpedo from a submarine. 

Those killed were E. J. Farrell, of 
New Jersey, and two aliens named Van 
Wyke and Anderson. Five men were 
injured by fire from an explosion of 
petroleum cargo. Three were aliens. 
The two naval sailors hurt were Hugh 
Donnelly and George Wilson. 

All survivors have been landed and 
the injured taken to a hospital.

TO PRODUGE NITRATE 


Sites Have Not Yet Been 
Selected—Secretary Baker 
Says Water Power Won’t 
Be Used. 


Washington, July 16.—Secretary 
Baker announced today that plants for 
the production of nitrate from atmos- 
Pheric nitrogen would be constructed 
immediately at a cost of about $4,000,- 
000 and that water power would not be 
used. Sites have not been selected. 

Further discussion by localities de- 
siring to be considered as possible 
sites is closed temporarily, the an- 
nouncement says, while the site com- 
mittee of cabinet officers is making 
further engineering studies. 

It has been assumed ever since the 
great nitrate project was proposed 
that a vast. supply of water power 
would be needed. Consequently sites 
with water power have been supposed 
to be the only ones likely to get con- 
sideration. Muscle Shoals, of the Ten- 
nessee river, was one of the places most 
strongly urged during the debates in 
congress. 

Congress appropriated $20,000,000 for 
the project. Apparently the entire ex- 
penditure contemplated by the war 
department is one-fifth of that sum. 

Informally officials explained that 
today’s announcement did not mean 
that the idea of building a water power 
nitrate plant was permanently aban- 
doned, although it would not be press- 
ed for the present. It would require 
several years to build the enormous 
plant required for the utilization of 
water power,e and for that reason it 


was determined to adopt one of the 
more expensive processes of producing 
nitrates.

Lodge had declared the population fig- 
ures for the north were “padded” and 
other senators had complained of al- 
leged injustice of the estimates. 

Senator Brandegee presented state- 
ments that estimates had heen increas- 
ed for the figures for northern ind east- 
ern states and lowered those of the 
southern states. 

Lodge Charges Padding. 

“From the astonishing population 
figures,” said Senator Lodge, “it is ap- 
parent that northern states and cities 
census estimates have been padded in 
order to make their army draft heav- 
ier, while those of the southern states 
have been reduced. It seems hard to 
have the census padded when the north- 
ern and eastern states are the most 
heavily taxed, in order that they also 
must give more of their men for sol- 
diers than the southern states.” 

Senator Pomerene also joined in the 
complaint. He said that estimate for 
his home city, Canton, was 177,000, while 
the maximum local estimates give Can- 
ton but 80,000 population. 

Senators Brandegee and Lodge also 
complained against proposed exemption 
of aliens from the draft. The Connec- 
ticut senator said the proportion of 
aliens in the southern states averages 
under one per cent, while in many 
northern communities it runs as high 
as 20 per cent, thus increasing the 
draft obligations of the northern com- 
munities. 


Aliens Benefit by War. 

Senator McCumber suggested that the 
aliens are reaping the benefit of the 
war without suffering anv inconven- 
ience and inquired of Senator Stone, 
chairman of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, whether the state department 
had taken any steps to modify treaties 
with nations joined in the war against 
Germany toward making their subjects 
eligible to draft into the American 
army. Senator Stone said he was not 
advised. 

The census bureau estimates for the 
draft were based upon régistration fig- 
ures instead of upon actual probable 
populations. Officials of the provost 
marshal general's office have explained 
that this was done to distribute the 
draft fairly among. the men registered 
and avoid placing disproportionate bur- 
dens upon communities whose men of 
draft age had flocked to industrial cen- 
ters. 
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WITH VINSON ON BOARD, 
SUBMARINE SUBMERGES 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, July 16.—(Special.)— 
Representative Carl Vinson and other 
members of the house naval affairs 
committee returned to Washington this 
morning on board the presidential yacht 
Mayflower after paying an official visit 
of inspection to the different navy yards 
on the Atlantic coast. 

Determined to take no chances of a 
mishap at the hands of a stray enemy 
submarine which might be operating on 
this side of the Atlantic the captain 
Steamed at night with all lights blan- 
keted. 

“One of the most interesting experi- 
ences of the voyage to me," said Rep- 
resentative Vinson, ‘“‘was our inspection 
of a submarine base. We went down 
in one of these submersibles and re- 
mained submerged at a depth of fifty- 
five feet for thirty-five minutes. There 
are many more delightful places to be 
in than in one of these steel boxes filled 
wits*machinery. 

“Everything seems to be exuding oil. 
Looking through the periscope we could 
fix the location of every craft for four 
or five miles around our position. l 
could not help thinking how helpless 
a dreadnaught would be in the pres- 
ence of a flotilla of these undersea craft. 

“We inspected the way torpedoes are 
made and discharged. These missiles 
seem to have almost human intelligence 
in the way they seek out and find their 
mark. Wealso inspected the Vaterland, 
the largest passenger vessel affoat. The 
damage wrought by the German sailors 
is rapidly being repaired and this ves- 
sel will soon be in commission again. 
She is 987 feet long and has a carry- 
ing capacity of nearly 7,000 persons.”

Less Sugar, More Salt 
In Making Fruit Jams 


Brings the Cost Down ; 


Athens, Ga., July 16.—(Special.)—A 
new recipe, whereby a small amount 
of salt may be used in lieu of sugar 
at a saving of two cents a glass of 
jams and marmalades, a palatable and 
acceptable product resulting, was of- 
ficially given out from the extension 
division of the state college of agri- 
culture at Athens today. 

A satisfactory basis for the reduc- 
tion of sugar in marmalade and jams 
is one pound of fruit to six ounces of 
sugar and one-quarter ounce of salt. A 
higher proportion of salt gives a prod- 
uct of characteristic salt taste, while 
a lower proportion of sugar gives a 
sour marmalade or jam of thin con- 
sistency. After the first few days of 
standing there is no change in the 
flavor. The reduction of sugar and the 
addition of salt might seem to apply 
to any fruit, as satisfactory results are 
obtained with orange and lemon, straw- 
berry, pineapple, rhubarb, apricot and 
pineapple. 

The cost of marmalades or jams in 
which sugar was reduced and salt used 
was two cents a glass cheaper than those 
using the customary amounts, when 
sugar is nine cents a pound. In larger 
quantities the saving would be great- 
er than for one glass. This substitu- 
tion, therefore, would be of value where 
there were large amounts of fruit and 
little money to be spent on sugar. 

In a crisis, such as our present war 
situation, where there may be a short- 
age of sugar and where no cheaper 
means of preserving fruit. especially 
the perishable kind, is found, there will 
be great waste. It must be kept in 
mind that this work is not done to 
obtain an equal product, but to get 
a palatable and acceptable product with 
the use of less sugar.

‘Obedient, he steps down; and 
a more thoroughly-dyed beaureaucrat even 
than Hollweg takes his place as chancellor. 

And that’s all there is to it; except the 
fact that the widespread interior undercur- 
rent of war-weariness still remains. 

It may be squelched for the time being: 
but during the period of its suppression it is 
bound to smoulder and accumulate intensity, 
and there is no telling when it will burst 
forth with added fervor. 

And it is possible that the next eruption 
may be so violent as to topple the throne! 

That, of course, would end the war. But 
until some such turn in Prussian events we 
might as well go ahead in our preparations 
for the worst in war. 

The old hand will continue as ruthless 
and determined with the new lash; and 
unless the complexion of interior Germanic 
affairs undergoes a revolutionary change in 
the very near future—a thing hardly to be 
hoped for at this time—the dominating hand 
will have to be cut down from the outside 
rather than from within the scope of its 


power. 


WHERE THE GREEKS ERRED. 


If reports are true, young King Alexander 
of Greece is proving to be little, if any, 
more satisfactory to the democratic element 
among his subjects than was his dethroned 
sire, Constantine. 

According to Athens dispatches he and 
Premier Venizelos have openly clashed over

mands that the youthful king “openly cease

It is evident that the Hellenic throne has 
not even yet been fully purged of Prussian 
influence; and unquestionably the temper 
of the Grecian people is such that Alexan- 
der’s reign is of doubtful tenure. As _ be- 
tween the king and Venizelos, there is no 
question as to which wields the greater 
power with the people. 

It is evident, too, that the Greeks made 
a mistake in accepting Alexander in lieu of 
his discredited the 
crown prince. 

The world-at-large would have thought 
much more highly of Alexander had he re- 
‘mained loyal to his father, as the crown 
prince did, and stuck by him even to banish- 


sire or his brother,

There will be little sympathy for this 
young ruler, should he, too, get lost in the 
crown shuffle now going on in Europe.

WOMEN AND MEDICINE. 


We call attention to an interesting com- 
munication from Bishop Warren A. Candler, 
chancellor of Emory university, emphasiz- 
ing the “danger of a dearth of doctors,” and 
suggesting that something must be done to 
encourage more young men to prepare for 
service as doctors. 

The bishop is eminently right, but he 
does not go far enough in suggesting the 
remedy. 

The thing to do is not only to get more 
young men to take up the study of medicine, 
but to open the medical colleges of the 
country to those of our young women whose 
preparatory education is such as to enable 
them to make creditable records there. 

Why not start with the medical depart- 
ment of Emory university ? 

Why not open that to the hundreds of 
young women who are well fitted to take 
advantage of this opportunity, and who, 
after receiving their diplomas, would be just 
as well equipped for‘the practice éf medi- 
cine as those graduates who come from ex- 
clusive male colleges? 

Speaking generally, and certainly as re- 
gards a great many ailments of the human 
race, particularly those affecting women and 
children, are not women better fitted any- 
way for the practice of medicine in these 
lines than men? 

What says our friend, the bishop, to this 
suggestion? 


“BETTER THAN USUAL.” 


J. W. Goldsmith, Jr., 
man, goes common usage one better, and 
paraphrases the popular war-time slogan,

“Business as Usual” so as to make it read 
“Business Better Than Usual!” 

In that form, says he, the watchword fits 
conditions as they appl¥ to his motor car 
sales business; and so far as his commer- 
cial interests are concerned the war cuts 
little, if any, figure. 

“The war,’ The Sunday Constitution’s 
automobile news-gatherer quotes Mr. Gold- 
smith as saying, “has not affected our busi- 
ness except to make it better. We see no 
cause for pessimism over the outlook.” 

That is precisely the right spirit. It is 
good for the specific interests of the indi- 
vidual possessing it, and it is good for the 
business interests of the city and tor the na- 
tion generally. | 

As a matter of plain fact, business gener- 
ally is “better than usual.” There is every 
reason why it should be. To date the war 
has not taken on such a form, as affecting 
America, as naturally should cause business 
depression—except, of course, in a tew cer- 
tain lines. And while it continues the whole 
country would be vastly better cff were all 
men engaged in business to take the cheer- 
ful, optimistic view expressed by Mr. Gold- 
smith. 

“Business as Usual” is a good motto to 
carry the “Gloomy Gusses” through the dol- 
drums of their own imaginings. But why 
not, like Mr. Goldsmith, go the full length 
and not stop short of “Business Better Than 
Usual!” 


THE MARKET BUREAU. 


The state department of agriculture has 
asked the Georgia legislature for an appro 
priation to enable it to properly equip and 
maintain a “market bureau” for the service 
of the state; and there is no valid reason 
why the request should not be granted. 

The establishment of the bureau comes 
in direct response to the perpetual demand 
for some medium through which to bring 
producer in closer touch with consumer, 
and it is intended to work to the material 
advantage of both. 

Properly established and managed, _it 
will do that, and in doing it will perform a 
great public service. It cannot be of service 
worth while, however, without adequate 
funds with which to maintain itself. 

One of the deterrent problems in Georgia 
agriculture has been lack of knowledge on 
the part of the farmer as to where to find a 
cash market for his_ perishable 
The market bureau is designed 


ready 
products. 
to dissipate that problem by keeping the 
growers of foodstuffs posted up to the min- 
ute on where their produce can be sold and 
at what prices, and at the same time keep 
the consuming public informed as to the 
most advantageous sources of supply. 

The need for such trade information 
vehicle is being keenly felt just at this time, 
when canneries are craving produce to can 
and at the same time the growers are in 
quest of a market for early fruits and veg- 
etables. By dissolving the imaginary dis- 
tance between these two important elements 
in the world’s food supply, the state market 
bureau could save thousands of dollars to 
Georgia farmers and be the means of con- 
serving tons upon tons of valuable food- 
stuffs. 

As an abstract proposition, the state 
market bureau simply typifies another pro- 
gressive step, bringing the machinery of

RHEUMATOID ARTHRITIS. 


One of the various 
grouped under the 
“rheumatism” is -osteo-arthritis, 
arthritis deformans, rheumatoid arthritis, 
and, worse. still, rheumatic gout Then 
somebody has proposed calling it metabolic 
arthritis. (Arthritis means merely joint in- 
flammation). Osteo-arthritis means inflam- 
mation of both the joint and the bone 
nearby. 

Whatever were the older theories as to 
the cause of this slowly deforming disease, 
we are now sure that it is produced by in- 
fection from some septic focus which, per- 
haps, has given the patient no conscious 
trouble for years. Gout, weather, diet, cli- 
mate, exposure and the like are not fac- 
tors, though the patient may be made bet- 
ter or worse by many of the alleged causes 
of “rheumatism.” 

Occasionally a case of osteo-arthritis is 
observed in a child, with accompanying en- 
largement of the spleen and lymph nodes 
or glands, and this is known as Still's dis- 
ease, 

One characteristic sign of osteo-arthritis 
is a peculiar thickening of the joints of 
the fingers, called Heberden’s nodes. These 
swellings at times are quite sore and red- 
dened; and again they are comparatively 
painless, though the fingers are rather stiff 
at all times. The joints may become partly 
dislocated, so that the fingers gradually be- 
come twisted out of position. Such hands 
may be restored to comparative usefulness 
by surgical means. 

zarger joints may 
involved, but there is 
and stiffness in the 
involvement of spinal joints. 

Such an obviously poisonous condition 
as chronic pyorrhoea is remarkably frequent 
in persons with this particular type of joint 
disease. Remarkable, that is, that even one 
without joint trouble should permit a pois- 
onous condition of the mouth to go un- 
treated long enough to bring on systemic 
damage. 

In a few. instances the brunt of the dis- 
ease is suffered in the spine, which steadily 
grows more rigid until it becomes quite in- 
flexible. 

Unlike mere arthritis, osteo-arthritis 1s 
difficult to heal even after the septic focus 
is discovered and eliminated. The time to 
accomplish the greatest good is before this 
damage has been done. If patients persist 
in searching for a miraculous ‘‘rheumatism 
cure’ for some years while the disease is 
progressing, the outlook for ultimate relief 
becomes correspondingly bad.

ANSW'FER—For one thing, vou are twenty- 
five pounds underweight, and perhaps that 
fact accounts for your rejection. In the 
army and the navy even slight flat-foot is 
looked at askance, because it is so likely to 
disable a man later on, and a soldier with 
troublesome feet is a burden to the country. 
Wear properly shaped shoes, with room for 
the .toes, for instance, patterned after

Kixecessive Perspiratien. 

What is the cause of excessive perspira- 
tion, especially of the face and hands? Can 
vou recommend a remedy? (kK. M.) 

ANSW ER—One cause is a diet whieh 
contains inadequate proportions of fresh 
vegetables and whole fruits. Sometimes the 
internal administration of akalies,; such as 
citrate of sodium, half a teaspoonful, three 
times a day, helps. Bathe the face and 
hands with alcohol or toilet water contain- 
ing about a htaping teaspoonful of borie 
acid, half teaspoonful of salicylic acid, and 
tablespoonful of glycerin, to four ounces. 
This may be applied two or three times a 
dav, and allowed to dry on. 

Distilled vs. Natural. 

Is distilled water more beneficial to drink 
than ordinary tap water? Is mineral water 
more healthful than tap water for drinking 
purposes? -Does ordinary salt in the drink- 
ing water, either warm or cold, have any 
action in destroying or inhibiting the colon 
bacillus in the bowel? T. C. R. 

ANSWER—Tap water is quite as health- 
ful, if not more healthful. As for mineral 
water, I think it a deplorable extravagance. 
Salt added to the water has no particular 
effect upon the intestinal flora. However,

ing is the possibility of a dearth of doctors. 

The demands of the army and navy ¢all 
for about 25,000 surgeons. So many physi- 
cians thus withdrawn from the practice of 
medicine in our country will seriously 
missed. 

England and France have lost very many 
of their physicians, and it is quite possible 
that when the war is over a number of Amer- 
ican physicians will remain in those coun- 
tries. 

The only means by which we can reason- 
ably hope to make up for this drain upon 
the number of physicians in. the United 
States to educate medically an equal or 
greater number of young men at the earliest 
possible moment. Hence, young men who 
are prepared to begin the study of medicine, 
should be encouraged to do so. Under the 
bill providing for selective conscription theo- 
logical students are exempted; but there is 
no provision for exempting medical students. 
It is to be hoped that this blunder may yet 
be repaired, either by executive order, or by 
legislation amendatory of the plan of con- 
scription. If medical students are drafted 
both the army and navy will be ill affected, 
and the civijJian population of the United 
States, especially in the rural districts and 
small towns, will suffer seriously for lack 
of medical attention. 

This matter should be brought to the no- 
tice of the authorities at Washington, espe- 
cially to the members of the senate and the 
house of representatives. 

With respect to the supply of physicians 
and surgeons England and France made a 
Serious mistake at the outset of the war, 
and those countries are now feeling the et- 
fect of their blunder. Our country must not 
repeat their unwise policy. There is no real 
necessity for us doing We have men 
enough for service as soldiers and for serv- 
ice as physicians and Surgeons, if only a 
wise method of engaging them is adopted by 
the federal authorities. 

Without the aid of the federal authortfties 
at Washington much may be done by encour- 
asing young men who are under military 
age and who are prepared to undertake the 
study of medicine, to enter schools of medi- 
cine this fall. The medical schools of the 
country ougnt to receive especial attention 
and the enrollment of students in them ought 
to be increased rather than diminished on ac- 
count of the war. 

Otherwise there will be a dangerous 
dearth of doctors.

‘New York, July 16.—A drop of 77 to 
78 points in new crop positions, or 
almost $4 a bale, followed early reports 
‘that the Texas drouth had been broken 
and the cotton market acted very weak 
in the early part of the session under 
heavy liquidation and stop loss sell- 
ing. First prices were 35 to 52 points 
lower with the exception of July, which 
opened unchanged and was in a rela- 
tively firm position throughout the day 
because of light stocks here and a de- 
mand from shorts assumed to be Jap- 
anese interests which had been prevent- 
ed from bringing cotton here for de- 
livery by the unsettled condition of the 
freight situation. 

October in the forenoon sold as low 
as 25.10 and December 25.04, from which 
level subsequent moderate rallies oc- 
curred, reaching a climax in the after- 
noon when October touched 25.47 and 
December 25.35 on a report from Wash- 
ington to the effect that cotton was 
not to be included in the compromise 
food control bill. 

This rally was not sustained, how- 
ever, because of evidences that sections 
of Texas which had not been relieved 
by yesterday’s rain would get a precip- 
itation within the next 24 hours. Sell- 
ing became liberal again in the last 
hour on this news and the close, while 
steady, was 37 to 71 points net lower 
and only a little up from the bottom 
of the day.

COMMODITY PRICES |REORCIA MELONS 


IN NARROW RANGE 


|General Tendency During 
Past Week Easier, 36 De- 
clines Against 37 Ad- 
vances — Figures in New 
York and Comparisons.. 


New York, July 16.—Dun’'s report 


Says: 

Prices the past week in the cash mar- 
kets for the articles in most general 
consumption moved within an unusually 
narrow range and were much less nuin- 
erous than for a considerable period, 
there being only 73 alterations in the 
334 quotations received by Dun’s Re- 
view, while the general tendency was 
easier, 37 advances contrasting with 36 
declines. 

The markets for dairy products dis- 
played well maintained strength, on the 
whole, the better grades of butter rising 
slightly and cheese being very firm, as 
against a slight recession in average 
quality eggs. In grain, the outstanding 
features were sharp advances in corn 
and oats, both of which moved up to 
new high records, as a result of meager 
supplies and heavy buying. 


Flour Slightly Higher. 


In contrast, quotations of wheat were 
compaxatively stable, while the price of 
flour was only slightly higher. 

Live beef and sheep were fairly 
Steady, and though there was not much 
alteration in quotations of hogs and 
pork provisions the general trend was 
towards a lowetr level. Hides were ex- 
tremely quiet, with the tone easy, on 
almost all descriptions, except calfskins, 
which showed some gain in strength. 

Leather, also, was in limited demand, 
stock suitable for government work be- 
ing about the only variety in which 
buyers were interested, and quotations 
were inclined to yield. Aside from an- 
other advance in some grades of pig 
iron, the markets in iron and _ steel 
products showed little change from a 
week ago, but there is no evidence of 
weakening in the position of any prod- 
ucts and a further hardening of prices 
is freely predicted. Tin scored a mod- 
erate rise, but copper and other minor 
metals tended downward. Burlaps and 
silk were —- the few other articles 
that developed increased strength, but 
this was more than offset by more or 
less weakening in beans, rosins, turpen- 
tine, cotton seed oil, linseed oil, raw 
sugar and a number of seasonable veg- 
etables.

SAVANNAH AND ATLANTA 
BOND ISSUE IS APPROVED 


New York, July 16.—(Special.)—Word has 
been received by William Morris Imbrie & 
Co. that the Georgia railroad commission 
has approved the proposed issue of $2,500,- 
000 6 per cent convertible first and con- 
solidated mortgage bonds of the Savannah 
and Atlanta railway dated July 16, 1917, 
and due May 1, 1935. They are part of an 
authorized $5,000,000. 

The Savannah and Atlanta runs from Sa- 
vannah to Camak and through its connec- 
tion with the Georgia railroad, which is 
jointly leased and operated by the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and the 
Line, it forms the shortest route from At- 
lanta to Savannah, the chief port on the 
south Atlantic coast. In addition, it pro- 
vides an outlet for tHe two other roads 
mentioned from the middle west and the 
Ohio and Missiseippi valleys to the seaboard 
and is a vital link tn handling much of the 
northbound fruit and vegetable traffic 
originating in Florida ang southern Georgia. 

The Savannah and Atlanta owns the 
Port Wentworth Terminal, just north of 
Savannah, which is the home of a number 
of important industrial projects that are 
expected to supply the road with about 
$500,000 tons of freight per annum. 

The bonds just authorized have been un- 
derwritten by a syndicate of New York 
bankers and will shortly be offered to the 
public.

A}1,000,000 cROP 


Estimated That Will Be 
Total Amount Realized by 
Carload Shippers—Central 
and North Georgia Ship- 
ping Just Beginning. 


Macon, Ga., July 16.—(Special.)—Be- 
ing a Georgia farmer these days is 


just one bed of roses after another. 
First, it was 25-cent cotton, then it 
Was an exceptionally high price for an 
above-the-average peach crop, and last, 
but by no means least, comes the fa- 
mous Georgia watermelon to claim its 
place-in the sun of general prosperity. 

Georgia farmers this year will get 
approximately $1,000,000 for their wa- 
termelons—they have already got more 
than half that amount, and the melon 
season in middle Georgia is just open- 
ing up. In fact, this is the first week 
of the season in this part of the state, 
and the railroads are preparing for an 
unusually heavy traffic. 

5,000 Cars Already Shipped. 

Total watermelon shipments from 
Georgia up to the present time aggre- 
gate only a little less than 5,000 cars, 
out of 10,644 for the entire southeast- 
ern melon belt. With melons bring- 
ing anywhere from $60 to $150 f. o. Db. 
the track, it can easily be seen just 
what this means to Georgia. The av- 
erage price is right around $100 a car 
for the melon crop this year is one oO 
the classiest seen in several years. The 
melons are large and sweet, and as 4 
result, they are bringing top prices. At 
an average of $100 a car the gross re- 
turn to Georgia farmers so far has been 
about a half million dollars. The bulk 
of this has gone to the growers in the 
extreme southern portion of the state. 
Most of the melons in that section have 
now being shipped, though some will 
still be going forward during the next 
two weeks. 

Previous fo the opening of the sea- 
son the dry weather affected the crop 
to a certain extent, but during the last 
two or three weeks there have been a 
number of good rains throughout the 
melon belt, and the crop has respond- 
ed nobly. 

Government Inspector on Hand. 

Brokers and buyers from all sections 
of the country are now gathering in 
Macon and the next three weeks will 
be ones busy for them. M. L. Wig- 
gins, government inspector for the bu- 
reau of markets, has, arrived from 
Thomasville, where he has been giving 
the farmers valuable assistance in the 
marketing of their crops. One of the 
benefits which the farmer, no doubt, 
appreciates, is that he now gets his 
money as soon as his melons are de- 
livered at the track, instead of having 
to wait until they are shipped north, 
possibly to be Knocked about in a gtut- 
ted market and finally disposed of at 
a price where the making of a profit 
is an impossibility. 

The present week will see the be- 
ginning of shipments from points in 
the Macon territory. The Central of 
Georgta railway will handle the ship- 
ments from as far south as Albany; the 
G. S. & F. from Tifton and intermediate 
points; the Macon, Dublin and Savan- 
nah, from Vidalia, and the Wrightsville 
and Tennille from points along that 
road.

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URGE SWEET POTATOES 
IN ARMY SUPPLY LIST 


Director. Jackson Asks: Action 
on Matter From Quarter- 
master General. 


Claiming that the army quartermas- 
ter’s department, in compiling its speci- 
fications for subsistence and supplies for 
the army, has failed to include fresh 
potatoes in its list, Dr. L. B. Jackson 
of the state market bureau. has writ- 
ten to every Georgia congressman urg- 
ing them to take the matter up with 
the quartermaster’s department at once 


and have this item included as_ early 
as possible. He has also written direct- 
ly to the quartermaster’s department 
and made the same request. 
Director Jackson points out that 
when the government called upon the 
farmers of Georgia to grow food crops, 
they responded and that they have 
planted heavily in sweet potatoes with 
the expectation that there would be a 
demand for them for use in the army 
and the’several mobilization camps and 
cantonments in Georgia. Director Jack- 
son states, however, that fresh sweet 
potatoes have been left off the list, 
while Irish potatoes. of 25 per cent 
less food value and less. abundant 
rowth, have been given a place in the 


st. 

This Director Jackson holds is a di- 
rect injustice to the farmers, and asks 
that every member of the Georgia dele- 
gation get busy and have the oversight 
corrected at once. He says in his let- 
ter to everv member of congress from 
Georgia: “Unless the matter is handled 
with the very greatest dispatch our 
farmers will be the losers. They have 
been rightly led by Washington to be- 
lieve that a portion of their products 
would be purchased by the government. 
He asks congressmen pointedly to make 
{t their business to “see that this mat- 
ter is not sidetracked, but expedited 
to a quick conclusion.” 

His letter to the quartermaster gen- 
eral follows: 

Quartermaster General, U. S. Army, 
Washington, _ CG—Dear Sir: Our atten- 
tion has just been called to the fact that 
“specifications for subsistence and sup- 
plies” does not list fresh sweet potatoes, 
although it does carry this product in cans. 
The sweet potato is one of the south’s 
chief standard food products and unques- 
tionably is justly entitled to the high rank 
{t holds. Its keeping qualities are equal 
to the Irish potato and its food value is, 
conservatively. 59 per cent higher. 

In response to the president's eall our 
farmers have planted greatly increased 
acreages in sweet potatoes and other fooa 
praducts. The prospects for a crop are 
sure and a neglect of the army to rectify 
this oversight will surely result in the fail- 
ure of the quartermaster’s department to 
supply the demand in adequate quantities 
and at the same time will disbar our 
farmers from disposing of a_ portion of 
their product to the army. They justly 
believe they have the right to supply a 
portion cf the army’s needs. 

It will bring about a most serious con- 
dition if this is not corrected at once, as 
the crop will commence moving in thirty 
days. and unless your divisional depart- 
ments are prepared to handle them in car 
lots, just as they do Irish potatoes, there 
will be the two-way loss. The army will 
be deprived of an important food supply 
and our farmers will have taken from 
them a legitimate outlet for the fruits of 
their labors. 

We are sure it is only necessary to call 
your attention to this condition for it to 
be corrected, but we urge you to handle 
the matter with the utmost dispatch, as 
otherwise it will tend to confuse the proper 
marketing of this great product.

ost without consultation with party 
eaders or an attempt to learn whether 
his proposed policy was acceptable to 
the reichstag and consider this con- 
firmatory evidence that the reichstag’s 
desire for formal acknowledgment of 
parliamentary control of the old gov- 
ernment was ignored. 

The Vossische Zeitung points out 
that to establish the principle of par- 
liamentary control the reichstag has 
Only to exercise it and says the re- 
sponsibility for the present irrespon- 
sible system rests with the reichstag, 
which lacks the vigor, initiative and 
unity to impose its will on the appoint- 
ing of officials. 

This newspaper asserts that without 
this will it is useless to write the par- 
liamentary principle into the. consti- 
tution, while with it a formal declara- 
tion would be unnecessary, as the reich- 
stag would always be able to displace 
= unsatisfactory chancellor or min- 
ister. 

The Liberal newspapers now assume 
that Dr. Michaelis, in his underlying 
political views, is a moderate conserva- 
tive and cannot have failed in his al- 
most forty years’ career in the Prus- 
sian bureauracy to have absorbed the 
prevailing political tenets of that caste.

DOUBLE DEALING

LAID TO HOLLWEG 


Copenhagen, July 16.—In their re- 
views of the administration of the re- 
tiring German chancellor, Dr: von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, the German newspapers 
comment prominently and often in an 
uncomplimentary manner on his treat- 
ment of relations with America. In 
The Vossische Zeitung, Georg Bernhard 
openly accuses Dr. von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg and his foreign secretary, Dr. Zim- 
mermann, of having played a double 
game with Washington, making war 
inevitable by attempts to deceive and 
mislead President Wilson in regard to 
the policy and intentions of Germany. 

Herr Bernhard intimates that the 
submarine policy, if managed skillfully, 
might not have led to war with the 
United States had not these diplomats 
artificially increased the danger and 
destroyed every chance of avoiding a 
break. He says they encouraged the 
idea of mediation by President Wilson 
in America, but did nothing to make 
it acceptable at home, launched the 
proposal to Mexico to turn against the 
United States while negotiating with 
Mr. Wilson, and arranged the dinner 
to Ambassador Gerard and approved 
the text of the speeches delivered at 
the dinner, and then astounded the 
president and the ambassador with the 
submarine note. 

The Vorwaerts comments on the re- 
tirement of Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, saying: 

“We must get away from the am- 
biguity and lack of clarity which have 


siven Germany’s foreign policy the 
reputation of dishonesty.” 
The Berliner Tageblatt and The 


Frankfurter Zeitung share the friendly 
appreciation of Dr. von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg as expressed in the official article 
concerning his resignation printed in 
The North German Gazette. Other 
newspapers, however, unsparingly criti- 
cise the departing chancellor as hav- 
ing been a weak though good inten- 
tioned official, who did excellently 4n 
subordinate posts, but was unable to 
see his own lack of qualification for 
a position of chief responsibility dur- 
ing a tremendous war.

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PLACE FOR LANDRUM 
DENIED BY COUNCIL 


Effort to Secure Necessary 
Transfer of Funds Is Beat- 
en— Votes for Women 
Resolution Is Tabled. 


In a session that lasted four hours 
Monday afternoon council turned down 
the request of the bcard of education 
for a transfer of funds to pay the 
salary of a business manager of 
schools, a new position planned to take 
care of Professor L. M. Landrum, 
former superintendent of schools. 

The action of council was final. If 
the board of education desires to take 
care of the deposed superintendent it 
must pension him, put hifn in the role 
of a teacher or make some other pro- 
vision for him. 

The fight against creating any new 
city position wes led by Alderman 
Steve R. Johnston, of the fourth ward. 


Soon after disposing of this matter 
a resoluticn to transfer $1,200 from the

department of waterworks to the de- 
partment of schools for alterations on 
the old Jackson home at 121 Capitol 
square was introduced as coming from 
the finance committee. 


Money Is Transferred. 

As a substitute Alderman Johnston 
moved to have the money for altera- 
tions ‘transferred from the pay roll of 
janitors of schools and directors in 
the school department instead of from 
the department of waterworks. The 
substitute was carried. It was from 
the pay roll of janitors and directors 
that the board of education sought 
to have funds transferred to pay Pro- 
fessor Landrum’s salary as business 


Council refused to pay $850 ad- 
ditional to the $13,000 paid for dam- 
ages to crops at the cantonment 
camp near Chamblee, Ga., as requested 
by the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
and the finance committee of council. 
Fighting an effort to reconsider Coun-

Young Newsies Barred. 

After a spee by Rabbi David Marx, 
of the Jewish Synagogue, who was 
granted the privilege of addressing 
council, in which he urged the adop- 
tion of an ordinance preventing news- 
boys under 12 years of age and news- 

irls under 16 years of age from séll- 
ng papers on the streets, the ordi- 
nance was unanimously passed by gen- 
eral council. 

Rabbi Marx stated that he did not 
appear before council to ask for any 
“reform,” but for passage of a measure 
designed to “safeguard” the interest 
of the newsies. He stated that in- 
vestigations had shown that 80 per 
cent of the boys brought before the 
juvenile court claimed they were 
newsboys. He said that the sixty-one 
social and charitable organizations in 
the city whom he was representing 
would take care of any newsie who 
was supporting an old mother or other 
dependent, but that the boy would be 


put in school. 

A resolution requesting a statement 
from Councilman Farlinger, of the 
fourth ward, why he does not attend 
the meetings of council was adopted 
by council, upon motion of Alderman 
Johnston, of the same ward. In the 
resolution it was set out that Coun- 
cilman Farlinger had requested his 
pay checks to be sent to him at an- 
other city and that he had attended 
only a few of the meetings of council 
this year and that council would like 
to know if he still considers Atlanta 
his residence. 

Women Lose Again. 


Councilman J. R. Nutting’s resolu- 
tion calling upon the city executive 
committee to grant women the right 
to vote in the city primaries met with 
little encouragement. 

Without giving the councilman from 
the sixth an opportunity the unde- 
batable motion to table the resolution 
was advanced and women lost again. 

The recommendations of a_ special 
committee on garages was held up 
till the next meeting in order that 
copies of the recommendations might 
be given each member of council. | 

A resolution by Councilman Nutting 
calling upon council to instruct the 
police ‘board not to fill any more va- 
cancies on the police department was 
referred to the police committee of 
council. 

Certain citizens of the fourth ward 
who have been left on the negro side 
of the new lines dividing the races for 
the proposed rebuilding of the burned 
district petitioned council to be put in 
the sixth ward by changing the ward 
lines. The petition, which was referred 
to the ordinance committee, request 
that the dividing line of the sixth 
ward and fourth ward be changed from 
Butler street to Hilliard street. 


Clowe Given Pension. 

W. H. Clowe, in the employ of the 
fire department, was pensioned at $50 
a month. 

The report of the chief of construc- 
tion on the condition of bridges was 
filed without reading. 

The June finance sheet was amend- 
ed as to include the cost of building 
the water mains to the German prison 
camp near Fort McPherson in the ap- 
propriation of $184,500 for building 
water mains to the cantonment camp 
near Chamblee, Ga. ;

Due. to the absence of Alderman 
Dunlap, who was unable to remain 
through the long session of council, 
action ‘on the ordinance proposing to 
abolish the city dimmer law was de- 
Sesrey until the next meeting of coun- 
cil.. 

Upon request of Councilman A. J. 
Orme the ordinance proposing to al- 
low the board of education to change 
the text-bodks used in the grammar 
schools in their discretion was again 
referred to the ordinance committee of 
council for further consideration. 

Upon Councilman Nutting’s own mo-~- 
tion the “now famous” dog muzzling 
Ordinance was tabled. After about 
three hours and fifteen minutes of 
hard work on other matters Council- 
man Nutting did not feel like asking 
his fellow councilmen to go through 
another long debate as to whether 
dogs should Be muzzled or not. 

Immediately following the meeting of 
council the aldermanic board met and 
eoncurred in the papers passed by coun- 
cil, which came under the boards juris- 
diction. 

Junk Men Are Pleased. 

Following the actian of council Mon- 
day on the junk ordinance, a commit- 
tee representing the peddlers who for 
ltwo years have enjoined the collection 
of the $300 tax, claimed the junk men 
had scored a decided victory in that 
their injunction complained the $300 
tax was oppressive, and that council, 
following an investigation, unanimous- 
ly reduced the annual tax to $100, pay- 
able in quarterly installments. 

“We have been. treated fairly and 
will make an honest effort to comply 
with the new ordinance,” said L. Schur- 
mgn, chairman of a committee repre- 
senting the eighty-five intervenors who 
enjoined the city through their attor- 
ney, Leonard J. Grossman. 

‘‘All honest junk men favor stringent 
regulations, so long as the law is not 
prohibitory,” said Mr. Grossman, who 
was enthusiastic over the treatment 
accorded his clients. He predicted the 
egdlers would show their appreciation 
or the concessions made them by com- 
plying with the spirit and the letter 
of the new ordinance, which was drawn 
by City Attorney Mayson following 
suggestions of Chief Mayo. Many of 
the stringent features in the ordi- 
nance, notably the new provision com- 
pelling pegdiers to make daily reports 
from whom they make each purchase, 
were recommended by the junk men 
themselves.
